HE facred writer of the book of 
Job has remarked, that ‘* man is born like 
the wild affes’ colt.’ In the firft moments 
of his exiftence he appears even lefs intelli- 
gent than the lower orders of animals. That 
etherial {park, which has been lit up within 
him by the father of lights, is utterly hidden, 
like the fire in the dint, tll it is gradually 
expanded and drawn forth by education.— 
rhe knowledge of the 4ru¢e animal is ftint- 
2d and confined to very rarrow limits ; and 
A brute, in a 
very few years, and fome kinds, ina few 


it feon becomes ftationary. 


months, or even ina few days, obtain the 
whole flock of knowledge of which they are 
capable. But the knowledge of the human 
mind effentially differs from that of the in- 
ferior animals, in the particular ref{pe& of its 
being capable of conftant and, perhaps, of 
endlefs progreilion. ‘The new born infant, 
that now lies in his cradle, ftupidly uncon- 
{cious and totally incapable of the lealt ex- 
ertions for his own prefervation, or even of 
diflinguifhing the hand that feeds him, may 
hereaiter be able to turn the courfle of the 
thunderbolt and to meafure the ftars of heav- 
en ; and, on the probable fuppofition, that 
the human mind will be capable of a con- 
ftant and indefinite expanfion and progref- 
- fion, through the fucceffive ftages of immor- 


fame infant may look down on. the attain- 
ments of a Locke or a NEWTON, as we do 
on the ingenious trifles of children, Uned- 
ucated man rifes but little above the brute. 
His intelle€tual powers lie dormant. “The 
condition of uneducated man is never fully 
feen in civilized life, nor even in favage fo- 
ciety. Every favage tribe has language, has 
government and laws, and all the individuals 
learn fomething from each other and from 
the experience of their ancéftors. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that even favages, when 
they are connetied together in fociety, have 
a {mall degree of education. It is owing to 
the aid of education, that they are able to 
conftruét a canoe and to pafs therein over 
the furface of the water and to draw the filh 
from his element. It 1s owing to the aid of 
education, that they build themfelves huts, 
and conftruét their bows and arrows, where- 
by they overcome the beaflts of the forefts, 
which are {wifter and ftronger than them- 
felves. 

In the wild boy of the woods, who has al- 
ways lived alone or with the brutes, from his 
earlieft years to the age of manhood, there is 
feen the real condit’ o of uneducated man. 
Several human creavares, who had pailed 
their lives in thefe wretched circumftances, 
have been found in the forefts of Kurope.— 
And, in every fuch inftance, the diftinguifh- 
ing traces of humanity, unlefs merely in the 
exterior torm and firucture, were {carcely 
perceivable. ‘Thofe untaught fons of nature, 


of refinement in human knowledge and man- 

ners, there is a diftance almoft inconceivable : 

and it is prebable that the daéter approaches 

as near to the loweft order of angelic intelli. 

gence as the former does to brutal infting. 

‘* In all the flages of man from the one ex- 
treme ftate to the other, he pafles through an 
endlefs variety of fituations and circumftan- 
ces, which are conftantly giving a new ap- 
pearance to his capacities, powers, manners 
and purfuits.” 

The loweft kind of education is that which 
is received among the rudeft orders of faya- 
ges who live together in a ftate of fociety. 
This education exaends to the mutual com- 
munication of ideas, partly by language and 
partly by figns, and to the knowledge of a 
tew focial duties, as alfo to the knowledge of 
the means of {elf prefervation and of annoy- 
ing their cnemies, 

As the favage fate approaches toveiviliza- 
tion, the objects of education are multiplied, 
and ftill increafe from the ftate of fimple ci- 
vilization to that of the higheft refinement. 
A favage defpifes every kind of learming or 
knowledge that docs not immediately relate to 
his own prefervation and fupport. Ina flate 
of fimple civilization, the courfe of educa- 
tion is principally dire€ted to objeéts of util- 
ily and convenience ; but in a refined fate 
of fociety, uérdity is often facrificed to fhow, 
and the objeéts of education are diétated 
more by the caprice of fafhion than by the fo- 
ber voice of reafon.

THE Jacobins, with an air of affetted 
patriotifm and magnanimity afk, What are 
they ? Are we not all one people—our inter. 
efls are one and the fame. 

This cant has effeét, becaufe when knaves 
would miflead honefl men they muft do it by 
applying to their vy tis.

COLONEL TOUSARD, 
COMMANDANT of one of the regi- 
ments, and infpeétor of artillery at Weit- 
Point, by the new military arrangement is 
left out of the lift and the fecond Major, 
CONSTANT FREEMAN, promoted to the office

a few weeks afterwards, ftrengthened his 
conneftion with this country, by marrying 
an American Lady. Col. Tousarp was reg- 
ularly educated in the military fehool in 
France ; and has always been ecfleemed, a 
faithful, brave officer, an able ta€tician and 
fxillful engineer. Whilft we are inviting to 
our fhores the refufe of Europe, whofe reft- 
lefs and turbulent difpofitions, render them 
unfit for any government, and manifeft the 
greateft anxiety, immediately to cloath them 
with all the privileges of citizens, laying o- 
pen to them the roads to “ honor and confi- 
dence.”’—Whilft the Prefident of the Unit- 
ed States has called to his council, and cher- 
ifhes in his bofom a foreigner, whofe politic- 
al career has been diftinguifhed for its vio- 
lent and a€tive oppofition to the conftituted 
authorities and laws of the country ;—he 
di{miffes a man trom the fervice of the Unit- 
ed States, whofe experience aud military tal- 
ents are peculiarly ferviceable at prefent, in 
the military fchool at Weft-Point—who 
fought for this country during moft of the 
revolutionary war—who has been an aftive 
and ufetu!l officer, almoft from the com- 
mencement of our political exiflence to the 
prefent time ; who loft an arm in our fervy- 
ce ; and who {alas fatal to him) enjoyed the 
friendfhip, efteem, and confidence of Gener- 
al WASHINGTON. It will naturally be atk- 
ed, what heinous crime has he committed, to 
obliterate all thefe fervices: I fear readers, 
you have the catife already explained, I bluth 
for my country, when I fay, that recent cir- 
cumftances, but too clearly evince, that the 
enjoyment of the eftcem and confidence ot 
WASHINGTON is too ftrong a proof of merit 
to be fufferedto remain in office. It was 
certainly an honourab!e diftin€tion ; and will 
be more than fufficient to wipe out any at- 
tempt at difgrace to which it may give rife.

REAT care fhould be taken, in 
the {pring of the year, to fhut up fences and 
prevent horfes and every kind of cattle from 
running over grafs lands. Grafs, at its firft 
{pringing up, has no.degree of hardinefs ; it 
is too tender and delicate to fuftain injury. 
The bite of catile, while it is in this ftate, o- 
pens its bleeding pores, and, as it were, poi- 
fons it and prevents its future growth.— 
Moreover, the tread of the cattle’s feet fo 
wounds and mangles the roots of tender grafs, 
as to difable them from fending forth and 
nourifhing their blades. The gnawing of 
horfes upon tender {pring grafs 1s more per- 
nicious than that of neat cattle, as they bite 
clofer, and, while the ground 1s foft, often 
take up a part of the root with the blade. 

Early {pring grazing has alfo this perni- 
cious effect, that it lays the ground. bare and 
expofes it to the rays of the fun, fo that, in 
eafe of an early drought, the furface of the 
eatth is hardened and the roots of the grafs 
become {corched ; which not only prevents 
the next enfuing crop, but injures the foil 
for yearsto come, Farmers often de not 
confider how much they lofe by a few days 
negleét of their fences in the {pring. They 





had better pay donble or even treble price 
for feafonable fencing than to let their ten- 
ces lie down and the cattle graze their lands.

COSMO ber MEDICI. 








E. was the fecond Duke of Flor- 
ence, and the moft illuftrious of the famous 
houfe of Medici. But as human happinefs 
is never perfeét, fo the great good fortune of 
Cofmo was diminifhed by extraordinary fam- 
ily infelicity. The names of two of his fons 
were John and Garcias. The former, when 
yoting, was made a cardinal by his father’s 
interelt : the latter, who was of a moft vin- 
diétive difpofition, always entertained a molt 
violent hatred of him, which no endeavors 
could conquer. Being one day hunting to- 
gether, they were left alone, when Garcias 
took the opportunity of quarreling with his 
brother, and at length buried his dagger in 
his heart. He then rejoined the company, 
without difcovering the {malleft emotion. 
The cardinal’s horfe returning without his 
rider, the company traced the place where he 
lay murdered. His body being brought to 
Florence, the Duke ordered it to be reported 
that he died-of an apopleétic fit, while he was 
hunting. He then ordered the dead body to 
be conveyed into an inner apartment ; and 
fending tor Garcias, to whofe malignant dif-'

with the murder. “The youth denied it at 


firft with the greateft vehemence ; but being 
introduced into the room where the body lay, 
it is faid to have bled (probably by chance) 
at his approach. He then threw bimfelf at 
his father’s tect, and confeffed the charge.—-

folemnly defired him to prepare for death ?

Under the care and management of man, the 
labours of the little filkworm afford employ- 
ment and fubfiftence to thoufands of families, 
and. become an immenfe article of commerce. 
The bee, too, yields us its delicious honey, 
and its wax, ufetul for a multitude of pur- 
pofes. Another infeét, it is faid, produces 
the cochineal, trom whence we have our rich 
fearlet dye. The ufetulnefs of the canthari- 
des, or Spanifh flies, in medicine, is known 
to all, and thoufands owe their lives to that 
knowledge. By human induftry and obfer- 
vation, other properties of other infeéis, may 
poffibly be hereafter difcovered, and of equal 
utility. A thorough acquaintance with the 
nature of thefe little creatures, may alfo ena-
